MS-63 DMPL.

The Importance of Building a Relationship with a Dealer 

Many times I have heard a comment similar to, "Years ago I could go a major show and find 
coins that were on my want list. Now it's much more difficult." 

A lot of collectors have this same experience. One reason is that as your collection gets more 
complete, there are fewer coins on your want list and those coins are more difficult to find (or 
you would probably own them by now.) When I was a collector, I experienced the same 
problem. And when you get down to the very rarest coins, many never hit the market as they 
are sold privately. 

I have been a full-time dealer specializing in Bust and Seated silver coins for over ten years, and 
I have gotten to know a lot of people. Many of those people come to me first when they have a 
rare Bust or Seated coin to sell, because they know that I am a strong buyer, and because they 
know that I might have a customer who is looking for that coin. 

I sold two coins at Baltimore with only twelve known to want list clients. For both coins, prior to 
this show, I had only seen in hand one example of each coin. So after hundreds of shows as a 
collector or dealer, I have now seen two examples of each coin. No wonder it is difficult to find 
those coins! These two coins were sold quietly and were never put on display in my case or on 
my website. 

I believe that one way a collector can maximize his/her success finding coins is to build a 
relationship with a carefully selected dealer. The dealer would then know what you are looking 
for and might have a new purchase or have seen a coin of interest to you, and would show you 
that coin when you visit the table, or would call you if you were not at the show. 

At the Baltimore show, several coins that were not on display for various reasons* were sold to 
collectors who stopped by. I knew what they were looking for and was able to show them coins 






they wanted to purchase. A win for the collector who had built the relationship, and a win for me 
also. 

*Various reasons include newps that hadn't been priced yet, coins out on memo to someone 
else, auction lots not yet picked up, coins being prepared to send in for grading, coins whose 
attribution had not yet been verified, etc.
